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THE GENOA CONFERENCE 


Tt would not be' aii exaggeration to sar 


that upon America's attitude towards the 
Genoa conference depends largely the fu- 
ture and the welfare of not only Europe, 
but of the entire world. The conference 
is being called, according to the resolu- 
tion adopted by the supreme council at 
Cannes, on January 6th, as <£an urgent 
and essential step towards tlie economic 
reconstruction of Central and Eastern 
Europe." No one will object to an inter- 
actional conference the purpose of which 
is the much-needed economic reconstruc- 
tion of Europe. It is clear that in the 
face of "the paralysis of the European 
system" a heroic effort is needed that 
would really remove ''all obstacles in the 
way of trade^and cooperation of all na- 
tions in the restoration of normal pros- 
perity." It is also clear that the eco- 
nomic reconstruction of Europe is impos- 
sible without the participation of Eussia 
and Germany in this process. 
Russia's 


participation, in this respect, is of the ut- 
most importance. Europe and the rest 
of the world cannot continue indefinitely 
without the necessary quota of Russia's 
raw materials and foodstuffs. 


The question is, however, whether the 


participation of the Bolshevist delegates, 
who are already invited, and the readiness 
to extend formal recognition to the Bol- 
shevist government, which forms a part of 
the resolution adopted at Cannes, will 
tend to remedy the paralysis of the Euro- 
pean system and to remove "all obstacles" 
preventing Europe's return to economic 
normalcy. Does not the existence of the 
Bolshevist rule in Russia form the main 
obstacle in that respect? In order that 
Europe may revive. Russia must revive. 
This is clear. But, can Russia revive un- 
der the regime that has destroyed her po- 
litically and economically? 
Our answer 


to that, based on indisputable facts, is 
plain and categorical: "No. Russia can- 
not revive under the Bolshevist rule. She 
will sink lower and lower so long as this 
rule continues.''t 
The statesmen at Cannes apparently 


came to another conclusion. They deeid- 


J 
* 
ed to extend formal recognition to the 
Bolshevist rulers and to extend credits to 
them. That means that they decided to 
render the Bolshevist rule moral and ma- 
terial support, apparently believing that, 
under certain conditions. Russia, in spite 
of the Bolshevist rule, can revive eco- 
nomically. 
These conditions are formu- 


lated distinctly in the resolution adopted 
at Cannes, and it is significant that they 
refer exclusively to the rights of foreign- 
ers in Russia. 
The recognition of the 


Bolshevist government is based on the 
condition that "the foreigners who pro- 
vide the capital should have a certitude 
that their property and their rights will 
be respected and that the fruits of their 
enterprise will be assured." The Bolshe- 
vist government must recognize all Rus- 
sia's foreign obligations and undertake ' 
"the obligation to restore or compensate 
all foreign interests for loss or damage 
caused to them when property has been 
confiscated or withheld." 


The Bolshcviki accepted these coiidi- 


4,i ons readily, for two reasons: 1. These 
conditions leave the Bolshevist power in 
Russia intact; the Bolshevists remain and 
are recognized as the government of Rus- 
sia; £. • The extension, of recognition and 
credits saves the Bolsheviki at the very 
moment when the material resources upon 
which their rule has been resting are ex- 
hausted. 
Lenine himself has more than 


once stated that the Russian peasantry, 
i. -c., more than 85 per cent of Russia's 
population, is opposed to the Bolshevist 
dictatorship. ~The population in the cities 
is no less hostile to the Bolshevist rule. 
4t*£,Bolsheviki sustain themselves in pow- 
-«r by^terror and ruthless persecution of 
till their opponents. 
They are supported 


only by the communist party, the new 
Goiahevist bureaucracy and the commun- 
ist detachments of the army. 
In order 


that this support should continue, they 


be able to feed at lea*t all these 


elements. At the same time, the gold re- 
serve in the possession of the Bolshcviki 
is almost exhausted, and therefore they are 
unable to get sufficient quantities of sup- 
plies from abroad. Russia herself, includ- 
ing the villages, is in a state of starvation 
and famine. 
Thus, the proposal of moral 


and material support comes to the Bolshe- 
viki at a moment very critical for them. 
It is really a proposal to galvanize a re- 
gime already dying. 
The Bolsheviki are 


ready to make economic concessions, es- 
pecially to foreigners, if they are given the 
resources that will keep them in power for 
another year or two, during which they 
hope the tide of a world revolution will 
come. 


Neither economic reconstruction of 


Russia, as some naive people expect, nor a 
world revolution, as the Bolsheviki expect, 
will follow this transaction. After pocket- 
ing Russia's resources, the European capi- 
talists will hardly plunge into the troubled 
sea of Russia under the Bolshevist mis- 
rule. They will prefer to postpone the 
materializing of their rights until R.ussia 
comes to more or less normal conditions. 
The $100,000,000 will be spent by the 
Bolsheviki paAly on propaganda abroad, 
through the means of the Third Interna- 
tionale, in order to hastan the world revo- 
lution, and partly upon themselves, the 
Russian communist party and their bu- 
reaucracy. 
Russia will sink deeper and 


deeper into the depths of utter disintegra- 
tion and sufferings, until the day arrives, 
—just as in March. 1917, it arrived for 
the Czar's autocracy.—and the Bolshevist 
tyranny will be swept away by the wrath 
of the suffering people. 


Xow. 
what is the way out? The way 


out lies in a strong confirmation of the 
splendid.* just and democratic American 
policy towards Russia, as expressed in 
Secretary Colby's note of August 10, 
•1920, and Secretary Hughes' note of 
March 25. 1921. As Secretary Hughes 
stated in his note. "The government of the 
United States views with deep sympathy 
and grave concern the plight of the people 
of Russia and desires to aid by every ap- 
propriate means in promoting proper op- 
portunities through which commerce can 
be established upon a sound basis.'' The 
secretary of state emphasizes- that this 
sound basis cannot b"e f oxind in Russia un- 
der the "existing circumstances." stating 
that trade relations with Russia could bear 
no results "so long as the present causes 
of progressive impoverishment continue to 
operate." He emphasized that "it is on- 
ly in the productivity of Russia that 'there 
is any hope for the Russian people" and 
stated that "production is conditioned 
upon the safety of life, the recognition by 
firm guarantees of private property, the 
sanctity of contract and the rights of free 
labor.'' He stated further that fundamen- 
tal changes must take place in Russia "in- 
volving due regard for the protection of 
persons and property and the establish- 
ment of conditions essential to the main- 
tenance of commerce" before the United 
States government may consider formal 
trade relations with Russia, and expressed* 
the desire to have "convincing evidence" 
that such changes are really taking place. 


The marked difference between the 


European and the American policy to- 
wards Russia can thus be clearly seen. 
AYhilc the European statesmen are basing 
not merely the reestablishment of trade 
relations, but such an important step as 
official recognition of the Bolshevist re- 
gime on the condition that "the foreign- 
ers who provide the capital should have 
a certitude that their property and their 
rights will be respected and that the fruits 
of their enterprise will be assured."' the 
United States government is less con- 
cerned with the rights of foreigners in 
Russia thfin with the fate and the rights 
of the Russian people themselves. 
In. 


speaking of "recognition by firm guaran- 
tees of private property" and "sanctity 
of contract.'-' Secretary Hughes spoke not 
of foreigners alono. 
In stating that not 


only property rights but also ''the rights 
of free labor" must be rocognized; in 
pointing out that not only the protection 
of property but also "tho protection of 
persons" and "the safety of life'1 must be 
established. Secretary Ilughos emphasized 
the necessity of elementary political 
rights, of political revival in Russia fts 
the preliminary condition for hor eco- 
mic revival. 


Secretary Hughes' note of Marr-h 25.

HOW WRONG 18 ANNE? 


Today, dear sisthren, one of our readers, who pre- 


fers to bo known as "Anne," occupies this cart: 


"I am a reader of your health articles, and some 


I agree with, and some I don't, and this letter is 
about one Of the articles I don't. You printed a 
communication from a young woman, who had evi- 
ilently encountered some unhappiness in life and 
who seemed to blame her mother for not having 
instructed her concerning sex hygiene and all that 
sort of thing. 


"Now as far as I can see, all a girl needs to know 


is the difference between right and wrong, and she 
will understand precisely what she is doing. This 
seems to be your strong point. It is also mine. 
Yet I oppose your ideas. 


"I really do not see why any young girl or any 


young boy should be informed about such matters. 
It does not concern them. When they are about to 
marry, then will be quita time enough. 


"My mother never knew or taught 
me such 


things, none of our mothers did. and yet we man- 
aged to get along without it. What with your ad- 
vocating such instruction as this, and the so-called 
birth control movement, things are approaching a 
scandalous state. 


I am not an 'old maid.' I am a young woman 


26 years old. but for the life of me I cannot agree 
with you.

Murmansk, The Audacious Expedition 


London. — Memories of one of the 


most freakish, and in Its subsidiary 
way, one of the 
most 
successful 


operations of the Great War, were 
revived at the reunion dinner of the 
Murmansk Force, recently held here. 
The LONDON TIMES tells the story 
of the expedition which won fame as 


the most audacious" of campaigns in 
the World War. 


"In the Springof 1918 it had be- 


come apparent tnat-4f the moral dis- 
solution of loyal Russia were to be 
stayed, this could only be done by af- 
fording the wellaffected some rally- 
ing point in the welter of German- 
Bolshevist forces, both spiritual "and 
physical, 
which 
surrounded Athena. 


Equally important was the retention 
in our hands of'the ports of the north- 
ern coasts of Russia, which, once in 
enemy possession, would provide sub- 
marine bases unaffected by our North 
Sea mine fields and directly threaten- 
ing our Atlantic transport at a time 
when its immunity was vital not only 
to- our supply, but to the maintenance 
of the American armies. 
At 
this 


moment, too, our Western front, still 
reeling from the 
tremendous 
on- 


slaughts of von Hutier and von Mar- 
witz upon the third and fifth.Armies, 
would greatly welcome the retention 
in Russia of the considerable Ger- 
man forces known to be about the 
Baltic provinces, 
where they were 


rapidly stabilizing to our prejudice all 
the fluid terror,

were declared enemies, and whilst they 
remained out of reach they astutely 
pushed towards the British the very 
elements whom it was doubtful work 
to engage, the Finnish and Russian
